TEN FIRES AT ONGE. 


Forty Per Cent. of New York’s 
Entire Department in Ac- 
tion at Same Time. 


$350,000 ROCKAWAY BLAZE 


Summer Hotel and Osten Baths 
Burn—tThree Firemen Hurt: 
at Coney Isiand Fire. 


Fires of varying. size. and threat at 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon had more 
than 40 per cent. of the city’s fire-fight- 
ing equipment in action. at one time. 
Chief Kenlon, directing, the. battle 
against a $350,000 War: Rockaway fire, 
said that 125 of the total of 305 pieces of 
apparatus din the department were in 
service. ‘Reports on the fires disclosed 
none dead, one man overcome and three 
firemen cyt by glass. 

Twenty-three fire-combating machines 
were used at the -four fires at Far 
Rockaway. A big contingent was at 
work on a stubborn blaze in the heart 
of fire-risky Coney Island, and eother 
tabi. yore engaging the firemen’ s at- 

ts in ‘Menhattan, 
eoklyn and one in the Bronx. 
i feries of blazes. at Far Rockaway, | 
which for ‘a time threatenéd to develbp| 
Anto — a conflagration like that which 
swept néighboring Arverne last June, 
bégan with a fa8t-moying flame that 
swept the Tack-a-Pou-Sha ‘Hotel, Hey- 
son Place and: Beach .Sixteenth Street, | 


of the new Hotel Traymore, ‘across the 
street, and ‘ravaged the Osten Bathe. 
Only the direction of the wind—steady 
out to sea—kept the sparks from finding 
ready tinder in the hundreds of wooden 
bungalows radiating ‘from the burning 
hotel. 


Fire Started in Pile of Shavings. 


It is thought that a spark from an 
engine driving .a concrete mixer, ignited 
a pile-of shavings which ‘in time set fire | 
to” the Tack-a-Pou-Sha, a four-story 
hotel, part wood, with ‘a facing of 
stucco. Edward Roche, proprietor of the 
hotel, whose home is ‘opposite it, saw 
the fire and turned in_an alarm. 

The ‘first of the firemen to arrive 
found the blaze going strong, and two 
additional alarms were sent in,. Finding 
ready fuel in the light construction of 
the hotel, built only for the Summer 
trade, and therefore vacant yesterday, 
the fire ran~through from end ‘to end 
and from cellar to roof. Fearing ‘a 
change in the wind might shoot gusts of 
sparks back into the town, two more 
alarms. were turned in. 

The last call summoned. every avail- 
able fireman in, Queens. Fire, Chief 
Kenlon and Commissioner Thomas J. 
Drennan went in their automobile: from 
the Municipal Building in Manhattan, 
Fearful. that another Arverne fire was 
in the raking, Chief Kenlon ordered 
his chauffeur to make speed. Although 
detained. ten minutes at the Williams- 
burg Bridge by a closed roadway, the 


Chief et doh the thirty-three “miles ‘to 
the fire in a trifle less than forty-five 
minutes. 

Meanwhile ‘fire apparatus was clang- 
ing through Brooklyn streets, all bound 
out to Far Rockaway.. Among the 
speeding vehicles. was the Fire ,Depart- 
ment ambulance, traveling over a twen-

Judge GARY states, that ‘he ‘has ‘been 
tmisunderstood; that he does not op- 
pose. restriction” of immigration. 
does, however, féel that the present 
Immigration law, * as. ‘passed, was one 
“ of the worst things this country has 
“ ever done. for itself econemically.”’ 
This same idea was expressed: in his 
speech before the American Iron and 
Steel Institute last October, when he 
declared that the present law should 
be. changed and that the restrictions 
should apply. to quality rather than to 
quantity. There should be measures 
to exclude those who are physically 
or morally unfit,he said, “‘ but the 
‘‘ number allowed to come here should 
“ be equal to the n¢ceraries of our 
“ industries.” 

Every one will agree that stticter | 
physical, mental and moral tests are 
desirable. One of the weaknesses of 
our entire immigration system is that 
it has been undermanned and unér- 
paid to such an extent that thorough 
examination -has been ” impossible. 
Even the existing provisions have been 
but laxly carried out, through no lack 
of good faith or loyalty on the part 
of the immigration authorities, but 
rather through the pressure of work 
placed upon them, At times physical 
examinations have been given at the 
rate of eight a minute by one single 
man. Such a test is obviously worth- 


less. e 


Secretary Davis has suggested that 
these examinations should be _made 
abroad. There are, of course, prac- 
tical difficulties in the way. It would 
mean the establishment of a large 
bureaucracy in foreign countries. Thé 
objections \to American examinations 
formerly voiced’ by some of these na- 
tions would have to be removed. These 
difficylties ‘once adjusted, however, 
there is little doubt that examinations 
abroad would greatly strengthen our 
immigration policy, and would remove 
many of the hardships now imposed 
upon the immigrants and- upon our 
own immigration authorities. It 
would be easier to exercise selection’ 
before sailing than at Hillis Island. 

It is clear that Americans ‘no longer 
look upon immigration as a purely 
economic problem. “They realize that 
it has far-reaching social reactions. A 
large supply of cheap foreign labor 
keeps down American living standards. 
Great bodies of aliens planted in. our 
midst create racial problems which are 
increasingly difficult to solve. Even if 
only enough aliens. are. admitted to 
supply the demand foy labor in times 
of prosperity, it means that in the re- 
action, always accompanied .by falling 
wages and unemployment, there will 
be. a large mass of foreigners compet- 
ing with the Americans for the. small 
number of available places. 

From an economic point of view, 
numerical restriction in times of pros- 
perity Seems unsound. To curtail the 
supply of cheap labor then puts a 
check upon production and. will sooner 
or later be reflected in higher prices. 
But people have come to feel that the 
social, moral and political benefits of 
restriction outweigh the material gains 
of lowering the bars. They are will- 
ing to sacrifice a part, of immediate 
prosperity for thé good of posterity. 
For this reason the percentage restric- 
tion principle id sure to be maintained, 
even if selective devices such as Judge 
Gary suggests be-also written into the 
law. - ‘

LUSK LAWS WIPED OUT. 


Eight Republican Assemblymen Help 
Repeal Anti-Sedition Statutes. 


Speotal to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 24.—With the aid of 
eight Republicans the Democrats in the 
Assembly this afternoon passed the 
Downing bills to repéal the Lusk Anti- 
Sedition laws. The vote was 77 to 70; 
every Democrat voting for the repeal 
measures, 

Republicans voting with the Demo- 
crats. were Assemblymen Davison of 
Nassau, Campbell of Schenectady, Mur- 
phy of Monroe and .Jesse, Ullman, 
Kaufman, Steinberg and Ricca of 
Greater New York. 

Two weeks: ago-the Downing bills 
were defeated in the lower house be- 
cause of the absence of nine Democrats. 
A motion was made’ at that time, how- 
ever, to reconsider the vote. 

. The fight for the Downing repealers 
was made by Assemblyman Ullman. 
Today’s vote wag taken without debate. 
They now go té Governor Smith, who 
recommended in his dnnual message 
that the. Lusk: laws’ be wiped off. the 
statute books. They were passed in the 
upper house with the aid of Senator 
Davenport, Republican, of Oneida. 

Outside of the reconstruction program 
agreed upon after a conference between 
the Governor and the: Republican lead- 
ers, and the adoption of the Walker- 
Donohue resolution calling on Congress 
to modify the Volstead law so as to per- 
mit the sale of net wines and beer, the 
passage of the Downing bills is about 
the most important recommendation 
‘made by the Governor to which the Re- 
publicans have agreed. 

Up-State Republicans . voted. amost 
solidly against the Downing bills, . but 
the votes of the New York members 
put through the repeal measures. 


WEEKS ADVOCATES — 
AMERICAN ISOLATION| 


Calls It ‘the Balanced Path’ Es- 
sential to\Country’s Defense 
and Peace. 


Special to The New York Times, , 

WASHINGTON, April 24.—Stressing 
the point that the object of the War 
Department is not to make war but to 
preserve peace, Secretary Weeks, in an 
address tonight before the members of 
the National Press Club Post of the, 
American Legion, declared his conviction 
that the American people are ‘‘ practical 
and balanced ’’ and will depart from 
the wise course neither in regard to de- 
‘fensive preparedness nor in any other 
essential direction. 

** During the unrest that followed the 
~war,’’ said Mr. Weeks, ‘‘-we have been 
groping about ina darkness made up 
partly -of the natural shadows of our 
post-war sorrows and regrets and ‘part- 
ly. perhaps, of the clouds of suspicion 
and. destructive propaganda given out 
during the war by overheated individ- 
uals and agencies and not entirely dis- 
pelled since. 

“ Through the clouds we héve finally 
seen, however, that there are yet na- 
tions and grou of nations that must 
continue certain forms of competition 
and healthful contact which might, 
nevertheless, in the future as in the 
past lead to friction. 5 

** It is certain now that even those na- 
tions who had accepted the more. vi- 
sionary doctrines of social organization 
are cognizant of their need to remain 
in preparedness for defense. We as a 
people have accordingly felt it our duty 
to withdraw and reconstitute our own 
existence and shall continue to follow 
the balanced path, although some of our 
best disposed individuals have departed 
somewhat from the sane rh, Serge nim of our 
fathers and havé adv ed impractical 
steps toward idealistic ¢: extremes. 

“Such tendenciés,. originating in: the 
sincerest desire for e and good-will 
among men, are not dangerous. We as 
@ nation understand that we shall more 
certainly bg eel peace when it is well 
understood that we are prepared to de- 
fend ourselves.
